work relief appropriation for the next fiscal 
year.

UNITY BRINGS RESULTS 


No one can deny that through the American 
Youth Congress, through the movement for 
the American Youth Act, through such actions 
as the recent pilgrimage to Washington, 
the plight of the younger generation was 
dramatized before the people of this country 
as never before. And if the Federal Govern- 
ment for the past two years has been forced to 
recognize this problem and has given a cer- 
tain amount of relief through the National 
Youth Administration we must say that this, 
though inadequate, is certainly a concéssion 
won for the youth of the nation. This was 
admitted by none other than Aubrey Wil- 
liams, the director of the National Youth Ad- 
ministration. Speaking to the National 
Council of the American Youth Congress, 
shortly following the recent pilgrimage, he 
J think that your whole position in 
calling the attention of this country to the 
need, the great need of youth, is a very fine 
thing and I know that it has already yielded 
some good results and that it will yield 
more and I am in a pretty good position 
to know whether it yields anything or whe- 
her it doesn’t.” 

It must therefore also hold that if unity
